Behind this fundamental economic 
I issue stands, therefore, the issues of 
democracy or dictatorship. 


The 
moderate 
elem ents 
in 
both 
camps are fighting to preserve dem oc­ 
racy arid to settle the issue with demo­ 
cratic methods. 
The extrem ists iii twith camps 
and 
their number is 
growing 
rapidly 
proclaim til*' failure 
of 
democracy, 
the collapse of parliamentary govern­ 
ment and tin' need of an immediate 
and 
outright 
dictatorship 
of 
their 
own making, of course. 
Meanwhile, under pressure of the 
desperate economic situation, Milden- 
burg lias already taken the destiny of 


Germany into his own hands 
to 
a 
greater extent than is generally real­ 
ized. 
When the moderate Socialist cabinet 
of Chancellor Mueller failed to solve 
the financial situation and was over 
thrown 
by the Socialist extremists, 
Hindenburg picked his own cabinet, 
charged Chancellor Bruening express 
Iv to govern “without the Socialists" 
and put Martin Schiele and Gottfried 
Treviranus as his own confidants int*' 
the cabinet. 


When the Reichstag failed to agree 
ion a financial program, Hindenburg 
|dissolved it and issued a number of 
far-reaching emergency decrees which 
. are to push back the Socialist tide 


J but which prominent authorities de 
clare unconstitutional. 
Tho experts 
(quarrel whether Hindenburg is exer 
'cising a dictatorship or not; hut Gen 
etal Erich Ludendorff openly charges 
that his former war chief engineered 
ia regular coup d’etat. 
Hindcnburg’s 
.sweeping emergency 
decrees and the policy they outline are 


the concrete basis of the election cam­ 
paign. 
There are some who predict 
that if tIn* German people repudiate 
the decrees and therewith the mail 
whose signature they bear, Hinden- 
burg will resign. This would p recipi­ 
tate a presidential and state crisis in 
which anything might happen. 
Some 
already talk about the specter of civil 
war, if only to banish it. 


T h ese election scares need not be 
taken too seriously. Hindenhurg s re 
tiglon of duty will keep him at his 
post and the civil war is not likely to 
go beyond the minor c la s h e s between 
rival radicals that 
ar*' almost daily 
occurrences, though these do 
cause 
annoyance and even death and injury 
to individuals. 


The greater danger Is that the new 
Reichstag will be even less able to 
legislate or form a parliamentary gov 
eminent than the one Hindenburg dis 
solved 
The radical and the Com mu 
lists 
will 
probably 
return stronger 
than ever. The moderate parties of tin' 
middle ar*' split worse than ever and 


face heavy losses. 
Party differences 
have widened and a government m a­ 
jority is nowhere iii sight 


Both Chancellor Bruening and Min­ 
ister 
Treviranus 
have 
already 
an­ 
nounced that ii th* next Reichstag is 
unable to function it will be dissolved 
again. 
Treviranus 
has 
emphasized 
that the present cabinet has obligated 
itself in the president to reform the 


'government's finances, on which alane 
Socialism can develop, and that it was 
immaterial how ntauy elections had to 
j he held for that purpose.

present "emergency dictatorship" un- 
5til the issue of Socialism is decided.
